Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claims 1 1 and 14 are withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Arakawa. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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Claims 1 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Arakawa 
4,893,522. Arakawa discloses a object (housing where 14 is attached) with a shaft (3% leg (B, 
figure 8) with sleeve (1 ! which is attached via 12'), a means for dampening including damping fluid 
(5) and a rod (the small rod-like member that engages the top of the shaft close to element 3 1 ; see 
figure 11). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 12, 13, 15-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
